pack evory available apaco, the throng 
extending ovuti to the bridge, which was 
soon lined with eager and expectant spi*c- 
tators, every eyo of the vast multitude 
being ttirne.il in the direction whence the 
train was to come. Careful attention had 
been bestowed upon the decorations at the 
depot, which looked quite gay with ever- 
greens and Haga, and streamers of red, 
white and blue. Tho bridge also 
was handsomely decorated with lings 
and evergreens. Upon the top 
of tho station facing tho crowd 
was a large, woll-executed portrait of Hon. 
Mr. Dunsniuir, wreathed with evei greens 
and the words "The Right Man in the 
Right Place. " Conspicuously placed upon 
tho froight shed wore the words "Pluck, 
Prudenco, and Persuvuruneo," and on the 
waiting-room, "Dunsinuir and Mere of 
'Em " At the east end of tho bridge was 
erected an arch in tho shape of un X, cov- 
ered with evorgroens and colored stream- 
ers and bearing the inscriptions, "Wol- 
como, Duiismiiir^" and "Victoria Now 
York"— the lattor signifying that through 
Mr. Dunsmuir's enterprise Victoria is in- 
deed in tho way of being directly connect- 
ed by rail w ith tho groat metropolis of 
America. Upon tho roverso of thin arch 
wore tho words, "Victoria tho Natural 
Tormiuus," and "Tho sight o' yo is guid 
for sore eon. Exactly at the entrance of 
the bridge just where tho ehd uf thu 
atruoturo joins thu depot, wore stretched

The Municipal Council of the Oiiyof Victoria, 
on behalf of the citizens thereof, desire lo ex- 
press their appreciation of the action of the 
management, anil the satisfaction that they feel 
•>u tho occasion of tho completion and opening 
of the extension of the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
Railway to a convenient point within the limits 
of tho corporation. Tho inhabitants of Vio- 
turla arc Indebted to your efforts and enterprise 
for this early arrival of tho "iron horse" In their 
midst, thus establishing an Important factor in 
conserving the commercial Interests of this city, 
in addition to its being a groat convenience to 
tho travelling public. 

It. is gratifying to us that you are, as princi- 
pally promoter and president of this work, an 
early pioneer and resident of this province; and

[Ion. Mr. Dunsinuir in reply, said : 
Mr. Mayor and citizens of Victoria -he 
might suy ladies and gentlemen, for he 
saw many of tho fair aex present. Ho had 
been frequently asked during the fore- 
noon: if he had prepared a written rsply. 
He had not, for what he was going to say 
came from the heart and not from paper 
(cheers). He was glud to see that the 
citizons of Victoria appreciated the enter- 
prise he bad been engaged in, aa was 
clearly shown by the great demonstration 
to-day (cheers). When the railway was 
completed from Esipuimalt to Nanaimo, 
which bo had engaged to construct, he 
plainly saw that it was a jug wanting tho 
handle, for without bringing it to Vic- 
toria, and extending it at thu other olid 
to the Wellington coal mines, it would not 
benefit Victoria to the extent that it will 
now do, and bo trusted the day was not 
far distant when they would feel a greater 
benefit in the way of supplies of coal for tho 
city than at present (hear, hear). The asso- 
ciates that he had unlisted in this enter- 
prise wero gentlemen who hnd built up 
California by means of railways, and ho 
hoped they would havo to say of their as- 
sociate hero that he had materially assisted 
in building up this portion of British 
Columbia — Vaucuuyor Island, (Cheers.) 
A great doul had been said in regard to 
the construction of a railway further 
north, but it should be remembored that 
we had a sparse population at the present, 
and it would bo imprudent to keep too 
far in advance of thu progress of the 
country in undertakings that would 
swamp thoBO who undertake them. How- 
ever, it was well to keep so far ahead of 
the tinieB that it would not bo a groat 
loss if matters did not turn out as ex- 
pected. The time no doubt would 
come in a few years when 
the construction of the lino further 
n«rth would bu a necessity. Ho was now' 
opening up a large coal field, about 45 
miles north of Nanaimo, and when this 
wis thoroughly duvolupud as, was intend- 
ed, it might then become a work of neces- 
sity to extend tho railway to those works, 
if not ou to Comox. (Choors.) Tho 
branch road to Boucher Day, the bill for 
which was now boforo the house, and had 
passod its second reading yestordny, 
would when in operation provo of gtoHtor 
material advantage to Victoria than tho 
construction of a lino northward. Tor 
this purpose he had and was using every 
endeavor .with his American friends to in- 
duce them to build a lino to a point on 
the opposite side of tho straits in the 
viuinity of Port Angoles. If hewasassutod 



and in the cab was Mr. Drown, chief 
operator and train despatches Conductor 
Black had the honor of piloting the first 
train across tho bridge, his brakesman 
boing Mr. Sloan and the baggage- master 
Mr. Dickoy.

Dunsniuir was beautifully engrossed, tho 
work boing executed by Mr. Thos. Gore. 
HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF. 
Of all the vast crowd present at this, 
the formal opening of the new bridge, 
thuru were few who wore residents uf tho 
city many years ago whon the old bridge 
connected Johnson street with the reserve 
— at that time the onlymeansof communi- 
cation by land with Esquimalt and 
these few never expected to live to see tho 
history of that old bridgu repuat itself 
in thu elegant structure which now spans 
tho harbor almost in the sanio place aa 
the old bridge. " Time brings many 
changes," as ono pioneer truthfully re- 
marked, and there havo been many won- 
derful changes and strides in progress 
made since that old bridge was torn down 
upwards of twenty-six years ago; but tho 
greatest and most beneficial change of all 
was tho removal of tho disfiguring and 
dilapidated old buildings a few mouths 
ago to make room for tho new torminus, 
and thu erection of tho new swing bridgu, 
a brief description of which may prove of 
interest. Tho bridge measures Clear of 
all 222 feet, tho draws affording a 
clear passago on each sido of the central 
pier of 100 feet. The machinery can bo 
operated by ono man, and thu bridge 
swung into position in loss than live 
minutes. The plans and specifications 
wore prepared under the superintendence 
of Mr. Joseph Hunter, chief engineer and 
superintendent of the line, and erected 
under his supervision by tho con tractors, 
Hodman & Bates, of Portland, Oregon, 
at a cost of about #50,000. Whilst the 
iron work of the bridge was constructed 
in Portland, thu substantial iron piers 
upon which the structure rests were built 
in this city by the Albion Iron Works 
Company . The width of tho bridge 
is thirty feet, in tho contur being the rail- 
way track, and un each side u passage 
way for vehicles and foot passengers. 
When thu approaches at the western und 
are completed the bridge will afford a 
shortor and handier means of communica- 
tion with the Bsquunalt road, and will 
doubtless do away to a great extent with 
much of the traffic ovur Rock Bay and 
Point Ellice bridges. 

Upon the part of the station on Store 
street, facing Cormorant, was placed the 
Scottish motto, " put a stout heart to a 
stay brae," lines of flags being stretched 
across tli w street at intervals, and veran- 
dah's liberally decorated with evergreens. 
Johnson und Government streets were 
similarly decorated, many of thu business 
men on those streots vieing with each 
othor in thoir enthusiasm ovor tho great 
event by extra docorationB on their busi- 
ness premises. The Occidental hotel made 
a liberal display of flags, as did also the 
California Saloon and tho Russ House. 
Mr, Ciluiore bad linos of flags from his 
store to the opposite sidu of tho 
street, whilst Mr. Henry Saunders 
excelled himself by tho tasteful manner 
in which ho had docorated his storu, uvor- 
groons, flags and streamers being artistic- 
ally arranged. The Shotbolt building and 
tho Railroad hotel wore also handsomely 
ducked with flags, Mr. Shotbolt adding to 
his display a varioty of colored Ja- 
panese lanterns. From side to sido of tho 
street between Messrs. Saunders and 
Salmon's was stretched a bannuret with 
thu words "Succuas to Dunsinuir, Vic- 
toria's Best Friend," and about fifty yards 
further up tho streot was erocted 

tub triumphal arch, 
In tho shape of two'turrets connected by 
an archway, the whole covered with over- 
greens and llags and surmounted with tho 
Dominion flag. In the centre of thu arch 
was placed a fine, well-executed portrait 
of Hon. Mr. Dunsniuir (this portraits and 
thu ono at the dopot being painted in oil 
by Mr. W, G. Campbell, who is to be 
congratulated upon his skill), whilst across 
thu west faco of thu arch wero tho words 
" Long Looked for Come at Last," 
and upon tho eastern side thu 
words " Energy, Enterprise, Suc- 
cess." At the cornur of Johnson and 
Go vornhient street, Mr. L. Goodacre sus- 
tained his well-known reputation as a 
decorator, and had his store covered with 
(lugs, etc,, a banneret stretched across 
tho street bearing the words "A fule may 
gather siller, but it's. a wise man that 
knows how to spend it." Messrs. Neu- 
felder & Ross and Messrs. E. G. Prior's & 
Co'sbuudingwerealso not lackingin illiber- 
al display of bunting, and thu New England 
Bakery In addition to being nicely decor- 
stud, bore the motto, 

" IN HONOR 01' THE (IRANI) OLD MAN," 

Meaning, of course, British Columbia's 
"grand old man "—Robert Dunsiiiuir. 
As usual, Mr. John Kurt/. waB not behind 
hand in tho way of decorating, and his 
cigar factory was well to the front with 
Hags and streamers. Tim Colonist 
banner floated proudly aloft, and all tho 
principal business houses mode more or 
less of a display, tho streots boing linod 
with rows of evergreens. 

Tho procession having ro-formod at the 
entranco to tho depot, tho lino of inarch 
was continued to Johnson street, up that 
street *tq Goveriimont, and along to tho 
business offices of the E. ' & N. Rail- 
way. The procession was in the 
same order as when first formed, 
with one exception. In tho carriage with 
tho Mayor and Hon. Mr. Robson wore 
now seated tho hero of the day— Hon. 
Mr. Diiusmtiir, also Eieut.-Go'vernor Nel- 
son and Mr.' Alex. Dunsinuir. Just as 
the procession started from the depot, 
howevor, the enthusiasm of the crowd 
broke forth Afresh, and resulted in the 
horses being unhitched from the carriage,

The last course having boon discussed, 
His Worship askod the company to fill 
their glasses and drink the health of the 
first lady of the land, "The Queen." 
This was done in an enthusiastic manner, 
thu company singing the National Anthem. 
Three cheers and a tiger were given'. 

Coun. Harris, vice-chairman, proposed 
the health of his honor the I. ieut. -Gover- 
nor in a few appropriate remarks. 

Lieut. -Governor Nelson, in reply, said 
that it gave him very great pleasure to be 
present to-night, and also during the day, 
to do honor to the man who had com- 
menced and brought to a successful co'm- 
plution the Victoria and Nanaimo railway. 
That road might bo considered thu tirst 
British Columbia railway, and bu trusted 
that it was but one of the many 
railways, that would bo coustructud 
and placed in as good hands 
(applause.) Thoir guest to night had 
come to the country like many otburs 
among them a poor man, and by his in- 
dustry had risen to a tirst placu in thu 
country, and not only first in honor and 
wealth, he was also ranked among tho 
most influential of the wealthy men on 
tho Pncitic Coast (applause.) Thu fact 
that their guost had won his wealth 
through the development of the resources 
of the country was an advertisement lo 
tho country. Tluy had a country ot 
great possibilities, and he would like to 
sou more men of great wealth among 
thomi They had mon among them 
that placed largo stuns of motley in thu 
bank, but they were not the men who 
developed the country— it was generally 
men of great wealth that pursued great 
enterprises. His Honor concluded an 
admirable speech by thanking tho com- 
pany heartily for thu enthusiastic manner 
in which thoy drank his health, and sat 
down amid great applause, t hu conipajiy 
giving throe cheers and a tiger. 

Hon. John Robson, in proposing tho 
health of the "Army, Navy and Vohm- 
tuurs," said it was one of thu most popular 
toasts in all parts of thu world. It was 
onu, however, that needed little talking, 
for the Horvice generally spoko in loud 
tones whon thuir services wero required. 
Ho thought tho toast a most appropriate 
one, for the railway construction of this 
province was intimately connuctod 
with tho army and navy, It had 
boon rightly stated that the Island 
road was tho first British Columbia rail- 
way, and it would in time become- of 
moro important imperial interest. The 
successful completion of this suction of 
the road was but tho beginning of the con- 
struction of the railway to tho nortburn 
end of thia island, which would thus provide 
a moans for the defence of our country, 
and irive England the opportunity for 
controlling^ the supremacy of tho North 
Pacilic ocean. The hon. gentleman gave 



high praise to tho army, j 
and the toast was drank amidst great 
applause. 

Col. Holmes in returning thanks 3aid 
his connection with thu forcus had ever 
been a pleasant onu, and he was glad to be 
ablo to respond on behalf of the 
suction of which ho was the head. "C" 
Battery was small, but for fun, frolic or 
fighting they would bo ablo to take caro 
of themselves. (Hear! hear!) Ho would 
taku this occasion to statu that it was not 
his desire at any time that thu battery 
should havo been located at Vancouver. 
He had ruportud on thu latter situ at the 
request of a contidontial letter he had re- 
ceived from Ottawa. A certain amount 
of unpopularity had resulted against him 
on thu strength of this report, but tho 
battery was established here and ho might 
say now that tho barracks wero going to 
be built on tho vory site ho had selected 
three months after his arrival. 
(Cheors). Before sitting down, the gallant 
colonel paid a high compliment to the 
militia of tho province, which he and 
everyone else would bo sorry to lose. 

Capt. Vankoughnet, R. N., responding 
for thu nary, thanked those present very 
much for tho generous mauiiur in which 
they had drunk to the toast. Ho paid a 
high tribute to tho energy and pluck of 
the builder of thu island railway. It had 
placed at tho very doors of the navy those 
immense coal deposits. Buth himself and 
his men wuro delighted with Victoria, 
and would continue to bo so as long as 
thoy remained. (Applause). 

Major Peters made ono of his happy 
speeches, humorously recounting several 
incidents which had happened to him, 
which brought down the plaudits of thu 
bouse. 

Capt. Bolu, M. P. P., was sorry that he 
could not dividu his individuality, for not- 
withstanding tho high honor and uxtremu 
pleasure lie felt at boing present in so 
illustrious a company, ho would rather bo 
prusuiit in Westminster. Any ono who 
was versed in antiquarian knowledge 
know very wull tliat the Royal City was 
the* original garden of Eden Uhu'gHtei'.'J 
After convulsing the audience with his 
humorous remarks, ho paid a high tribute 
to the guest of thu evening, referring ui a 
happy manner to tho other guests, and 
closud by thanking the company for the 
gonorous manner in which they had drunk 
thu toast, to the militia. 

Mr. Innes, naval storekeeper, briefly 
responded, as also did Lieut. Lung, R.E., 
on behalf of the army. 

In proposing tho next toast (that of the 
lion. Mr. Dunsinuir) the mayor said that . 
it might bo very favorably and justly con- 
sidered tho toast of the evening. (Ap- 
platiBo). If thoy but followed thoir 
guest's travels through tho country from 
tho time when he tirst came to British 
Columbia thoy would see that thore wero 
many vicissitudes connected with his ex- 
istence through which lie had jwssed be- 
fore arriving at his present position. Mr. 
Dunsinuir, the president of the Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo railway and the guest of 
the evening, had come to this country 
many years ago — -longer ago than had 
most of them present, and he did not 
know that in that respect the hon. gentle- 
man bad many seniors present. Ho had 
come to this province on Aug. 3, 1851. 
They all know vory wull that their 
guest was possessed of an income that 
would, if lie chose, enable him to depart 
to scenes of more social life, and enjoy 
himself in such u manner as would be be- 
yond tho facilities of this part of 
of tho world. But Mr. Dunsinuir em- 
bodied in hinisulf a patriotism of the land 
in which lie lived, and, so to speak, did 
not fail to let the wind blow among the 
shekels. In all tho legitimate enterprises 
tliat wero going on at the present time, 
the guest of tho ovening— Mr. Dunsinuir 1 
— was at the head (applause), and it wa 
true that uf everything ho had taken in 
hand of .a commurcial or exploratory na- 
ture in the development of tho country, 
bu had made a complete success (cheers). 
They had seen at tho Btation that 
day tho completion of the chain 
of railway that had joined together tile 
cities of Nanaimo and Victoria; and he 
was sure that thoir honored guost hini- 
sulf inuBt liavo folt proud whon ho looked 
ovur that sea of faces tliat had tilled tho 
station, and that bank of littlo ones 
against the Btation building. (Hoar) By 
a singular coincidence sonio thirty-five 
years ago Mr. Pembortcm presided at the 
opening of a bridge across tho hurbor at 
very nearly thu same place, and now to- 
day — in placu of tho bridgu which had 
been built, principally for foot, travel — 
they saw the magnificent swing bridge 
over which the finest cars in tho world 
could cross into tho city of Victoria. 
With regard to those who, liko their 
honored guest, wielded such a consider- 
able interest in capital, he would say 
that although labor ofttiinus complained 
of capital protecting itself, yet let any ono 
w ho earned his own living by tho sweat 
of his brow acquire a considerable amount 
of tbi3 world's wealth, and it would be 
found that ho would got far more conser- 
vative than evor could bu laid to tho 
phargo of tho Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir. (Loud 
uhuers.) It was perhaps the natural 
sequence of labor, but what could labor 
accomplish without capital f The evening 
was getting late, there woro many to 
spunk, and, therefore, all huwould further 
say would bu for all present to till their 
glasses to tho brim and drink tt rousing 
bumper to their honorable friend on his 
right, (loud chuurs), at the conclusion of 
which tliu toast having beun drunk with 
enthusiasm tho Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir arose. 
This was tho signal for such deafening ap- 
plause as probably tho walls of tho Driard 
bad never before ro-echoed. Itsoomedonly 
to subside but to re-commence. Cheer 
followed cheer, accompanied with waving 
handkerchiefs and cries oft "grand old 
man;" but siluueu nt last buiug restored, 
Mr, Dunsinuir said:

A KED LETTER DAY. 

Smiling skies welcomed the first train 
of the Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway 
into Victoria yesterday. Never before in 
the history of the city had a larger assem- 
blage gathered together co do honor to bo 
notable an occasion. Many of our old 
citizens whose lives aro incorporated with 
the Capital's progress saw what not bo 
many yours ago they would have deemed 
an impossibility— a stately swing bridge 
spanning tho harbor and tho iron horse 
wending its way to the foot of Cormorant 



Str et, right into the heart of Victoria. 
It was well that the day was made n 
gala one, that flags were flung to 
the breeze, that the streets wore 
gaily decorated, for a momentous event in 
the history of the "Queen City " was sig- 
nalized by the entrance of the locomotive 
into our midst. Not only did it mean 
that Nanaimo, nay Wellington and Vic- 
toria were united by a bantl of steel, but 
it foretold that at no distant day it would 
bo extended to Comox and to tho very 
north of Vancouver Island, giving us 
easy connection with our own mainland 
coast an. I the territory of Alaska. Did 
the result end here it might perhaps bo 
regarded as a sufficient reason why this 
day was celebrated as it was. But when 
■wo know of a verity that the intention of 
the owners of that road is to extend it to 
tho Straits of Fuca and then connect it by 
means of huge transfor boats, a 
most feasible scheme as experts say, with 
the American system of railways, we be- 
gin to realize the possibilities before us. 
"The natural terminus," Victoria, is des- 
tined, as wo believe and hope, to become 
the great entrepot of trade and commerce 
on the northern Pacific Coast, rivalling in 
enterprise and wealth the American cities 
to the south of us. This is indeed a red 
letter day in the history of this goodly 
place whero our linos have been cast, 
and tho city does itself honor in 
acknowledging that to ono man it is in- 
debted for tho great things that have been 
dono for it, and ho one of nature's noble- 
men, unostentatious in his wealth, sincere 
in his friendship and earnest in his desire 
to advance tho fortunes of the land which 
he is glad to call his homo. It is no 
"fulsomo praise" to say that the Hon. 
Robert Dunsmuir is the foremost citizen 
of this Island, that he is its truest friend 
and that ho is personally beloved by all his 
fellow men. A pioneer of tho Pro- 
vince, whose very life is bound up with 
its interosts, ho has never failed to dis- 
charge his whole duty in whatever capac- 
ity ho has fdled. Ho is a shining mark, 
too, for those who are envious of the dis- 
tinction he has honestly won, but lie 
knows that the great heart of the people 
heats in unison with the views and inten- 
tions which animate him. Yesterday's 
proceedings told that the name 
of Robert Dunsmuir was a cher- 
ished ono, that ho is deemed 
worthy of all lienor, and that wo are 
sensible of tho many good tilings he has 
done for us.

What tho future has in store 
for us who can tell, but wo may woll foel 
assured that whatever Robert Dunsmuir 
can dt) to make our city all that wo would 
wish it to bo, will not bo left undone! A 
fow more such men and Victoria would 
uttain to illimitable possibilities. As one 
of tho mottoes ran yeatoi-day: "A fulo 
may gather siller, but it's a wise man 
that knows how to spend it."

A STEAMSHIP TEST. 

An interesting test was made recently 
by Mr. G. H. Allcock, of Yokohama, of 
the times taken on the various mail 
routes from there to England. On the 
night of the Oth December, a mail was 
made up for despatch by the Canadian 
Pacific - steamer Batavia. via Vancouver, 
and tho following morning mails were 
made up for the P. & O. steamer Thibet 
for transmission via Brindisi, and for the 
0. & O steamer Oceanic for transmission 
via San Francisco, all three steamers 
leaving there on tho morning of the 10th 
within a few hours of each other. Mr. 
Allcock thought this would bo an excel- 
lent opportunity of testing tho timo taken 
by tho various routes, and sent off throe 
post cards to a relative in Nottingham 
one by each steamer, requesting his rela 
tivo to note the date of arrival. This 
leiiuest was complied with, the times care- 
fully noted, and tho post cards returned 
to Mr. Allcock. The result of the experi- 
ment was that the post card sent by the 
Oceanic (which also called at Honolulu) 
via San Francisco, was delivered first, 
arriving at 3 p. m. on the 14th January : 
the card by the Batavia, which it was an- 
ticipated would arrive first, arrived next 
being delivered at 8 a. m. on tho 17th; 
the card by tho Thibet was not delivered 
till 8 a. m. on the 23rd. The experiment 
would be worth repeating.

has made Messrs. Dunsmuir and Sons, of 
the Wellington, and the Vancouver Coal 
Mining companies, millionaires. All the 
coal and mineral lands of any importance; 
wore secured by the Wellington and Van 
couvor companies many years ago, except, 
perhaps, some few thousand acres which 
wore held by private individuals chiefly. 
The latter formed themselves into ;>, body 
and decided to dovelope these coal meas- 
ures themselves, but negotiations have 
boon going on for some time to place tin- 
whole on the market through certain par 
ties now residents. The matter was not 
finally settled until yesterday, when Dr.

Chas. York, James Stove, Sturton and, 
Priest, and the Bonnie Brothers. This 
tract of land is amongst the finest coal 
and mineral deposits on Vancouver Is- 
land, and as they are contiguous to the 
Vancouver and Wellington mines, being 
the same quality, need no further re- 
ference to their values, as those named 
are known far and wide. Dr. Griffin has 
been fortunate in securing the three 
hundred and sixteen acres of Mayor Bate, 
as this laud lias half a mile frontage on 
tho bay, which will bo available for 
wharves and landings. The best shipping 
point, however, and the one which will no 
doubt bo .selected as such, is "Biggs Por- 
tage," as sixty feet of water can bo had 
there at low tide, and there is coal enough 
in this two hundred acre lot to last 
fifty years.

THE NEW KOOTENAY .BILL. 

To me Editor. — There is an, old adage 
to tho effect that " there are none 
so blind as those who won't see." It is 
therefore useless for me to expend time 
and thought in arguing the question of 
the "Koutonay Railway and Navigation 
Company " with " Watchful." 1 will 
merely state that his letter in your issue 
of yesterday is equally misleading as the 
one to which 1 have already replied. He 
must know that my argument regarding 
the immediate revenue of ?L'1,000 to be 
derived if the whole of the 300,000 acres 
of scrip was immediately taken up, stands 
good. 

Hero is the clause in the bill which re- 
fers to it: — 

18. Every land warrant shall be for 
not leas than 160 acres and not more than 
C40 acres and may bo transferable'to other 
persons and shall entitle the holder there- 
of, upon his complying (except as to pay- 
ment of purchase money) with the laics -of 
the Province relative to the purchase sur- 
veyed or unsurveyed lands and upon the 
surrender of the warrants to the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works to re- 
ceive a crown grant of the lands appliod 
for in pursuance of the said warrant and 
the miitl. land 'laws. 

Tho oxomption from taxation for live 
years applied only to tho right of way 
and termini together with buildings, 
plant, etc. It was intended that the 
land represented by scrip should, when 
located, be oxompt from taxation and had 
it been so intended it certainly would not 
have mot with my approval. 

Tho objections to the bill which are 
raised by "Watchful" are devoid of sound 
argument and would lead one to suppose 
that thoy are prompted by personal pique 
against the promoters of the bill rather 
than by any other cause. 

If it could be shown that there 
is anything in the bill which would 
militato against tho interests of the pro- 
vince I would bo only too anxious to re- 
cogniso it, but, as as the bill stands, I see 
a good prospect for a very largo amount 
of capital being introduced to the district 
within six months, for the purposo of 
building a railway which is very much 
noeded, while it the promoters fail to 
fulfil the terms of their charter, no land 
will have been locked up, no vostod rights 
interfered with and the province will have 
added largoly to its revenue.

It certainly looks 
anomalous to ask the public to subscribe 
towards a fund to send a team trained to 
the use of the short rille to Ottawa to 
compete in matches in which tho long 
rille exclusively is used. It is a well-known 
fact that nothing but "red tape" interferes 
with the issuing of the long rifles in 
store at the drill shed in this city, and a 
little pressure judiciously brought to bear 
in the right quarter would do away with 
the present state of things. If the British 
Columbia team are to "hold their end up" 
at Ottawa, thoy should be placed on the 
same footing as teams from cities in the 
cast, for otherwise it is simply a waste of 
money to send representatives who do not 
tiro out of a long rifle until they get to 
Ottawa.

We are told that club life in New York 
city is growing so broad that it is em- 
bracing nearly every scheme, purpose and 
caprice of man. The newest organized 
candidate for public favor has the cheer- 
ful title of the "Sudden Death Club." It 
is open only to those who are afflicted 
with heart disease or some other disorder 
that is likely to end life without much 
warning.

a certain feeling of pride ill 
this — an ambition to go ahead — 
but that is my nature. (Cheers.) 
I considered tho matter, and tho conclu- 
sion I camu to was that unless I enlisted 
associates in the undertaking it would not 
amount to much. I also knew that by 
getting the associates that I did I should 
bo able to find a market for my coal, 
which would not only bo benefiting the 
undertaking, but British Columbia. 
(Applause). In regard to this, there wag 
a great deal of talk when 1 undertook this 
enterprise that 1 was dealing with men 
who wanted everything for themselves. 
Now, I have never found them that 
way (hear, hear). I can assure you, 
I stand to-day at tho head of this under- 
taking uutramiueled by them (cheers), 
and 1 can assure you, also, that during 
the time I have associated with them, 
they luivo never asked "What aro you 
doing I" but rather, wlieu 1 have asked 
advice from, or when I have been in Cali- 
fornia, or comunicated with them by lot 
tor, their answer has been: "Do as you 
like; half of it is yours — do as you choose" 
(cheers). Therefore, I consider I have 
been at the head of it. I am still at the 
head of it, and I mean to be at the head 
of it! (Loud cheering.) 1 think that my 
friend, Mr. Ward, can say that 1 found 
my share of it [Mr. W. Ward —That, is so], 
and more, 1 have never allowed any man 
to get the bettor of mo if 1 
could help it (hear, hear), and 1 
never go into an undertaking 
unless 1 can control it ! (Cheers.) Well, 
Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, in an under- 
taking of this kind, of course, capital hud 
to come from California as well as I lie 
capital furnished by myself; but. now the 
line has been brought to a successful issue 
so far as construction from Wellington to 
Stole street, Victoria, is concerned. 
(Choors.) And, speaking ol advancing 
that capital, it brings me to saj that it is 
a groat pity there is so much "striking'' 
in tho world. I speak of the world at 
large, and not merely of Vancouver 
Island, because all over the world there is 
Ho much strife bet ween capital and labor. 
Now, if there were no capital there 
would be no wages (Hear, hear.) I think 
no individuals in our community should 
rejoice more in the abundance of capital 
in the province than workingmen (cheers). 
Where abundance of capital is there will 
you find better wages; and I cannot but 
think that workingmen all over the world 
are inclined to take a wrong view of thin 
question. Although a man is a capitalist 
a workiligmtni should not necessarily take 
the view that he is his enemy. (No ! and 
cheers). The workingmali should take 
this view, Mr. Chairman, that it is 
the miser who hoards his gold 
in an old stocking, those who 
do not display energy, pluck and enter- 
prise enough to invest their capital; these 
are the men who should be despised by the 
working man (cheers), and not the men 
who invest their money where they make 
it (renewed cheering). We have instances 
even of old, of farmers burying their gold 
at the root of a tree. Such as these aro 
the enemies of labor. I am happy to say 
that with the wages of this country the 
workingman by denying himself probably 
of what ho would otherwise spend, can 
become a capitalist himself, the same as I 
did (cheers); but if he goes on spending 
everything he makes ho never shall be- 
come a capitalist. A capitalist is 
a man who Hires on less than he 
earns (A voice — You bet), and, Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen, it is a great pity 
that tho workingmen of this province do 
not see this. 1 not ice that it is gel ting 
late. (Cries of "go on" and "Beecher 
Bay.") Well, as far as Beecher Bay is 
concerned 1 may say 1 studied that sub- 
ject for two years, 1 spoke to my friends 
in California, and went, perhaps, a little 
too far hy saying what a grand thing it 
would be (hear and laughter) if only it 
could be established, what a large amount 
of land and timber it would procure, and 
how wo could send coal, even to Sacra- 
mento, if they chose ! (Cheers.) 1 
put everything before them that 1 could 
to induce them to commence to build this 
road. They are ready to build it — I am 
ready to build it — 1 shall be at Beecher 
Bay or Port Angeles, whenever they 
are, and assure you that I am ready to 
start, even if it were to-morrow. How- 
over, Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, you 
know an undertaking of that kind is not 
completed in a day. However there is 
one thing, although 1 am doing my best, 
and am prepared to say to them " I tun 
ready," there is Tacohui. and Seattle. In 
regard to this road, that I may take the 
credit of having initiated (for it never 
was thought of until 1 brought the sub- 
ject up) there may be a great deal of 
pressure brought by these two cities, 
hut it is needless to say I don't 
take that into consideration. 1 have no 
interest in such efforts. My interests 
have ever been and will be in Victoria. 
(Loud cheers). Mr. Mayor and gentle- 
men I can only thank you for what 1 have 
seen to-day, and that 1113' efforts in 
the way of the enterprise J have undor- 
Uken in tho island have been appreciated, 
has been ] think shown by this day's 
demonstration. 1 cannot, help speaking 
about those who are tho officers of the 
company; and 1 must say, gentlemen, that 
I have to congratulate myself upon tho 
assistance of my chief engineer, Mr. 
Hunter (applause,) It is all very well for 
a man to say that ho will find capital: but 
unless he gets good assistants (and I have 
one of the best assistants that a railway 
company ever had) ho can accomplish 
little. Nor must 1 forget to speak of the 
contractors of the road, who faith- 
fully did their duty in construct- 
ing it according to specifications 
in every particular (hear, hear), for if 
a capitalist does not get good officers and 
contractors his money will be squandered 
away, and the undertaking may fail. I 
see one of those contractors hero, and 
would like very well to hear what ho has 
got to say about tho road. (Laughter.) 
In conclusion, Mr. Mayor, we should not 
forget that, though capital is all very well, 
yet labor is just as requisite as capital; 
and, I feel sure, that if labor would not 
take advantage of capital, capital would 
never lake undue advantage of labor. 
(Loud and prolonged cheering, during 
which Mr. Dunshiuir took his seat.) 

Mr. Thus. Earle, in response, followed 
with unappropriate acknowledgment of the 
allusion to himself and colleague, Mr. Alc- 
Lellan, whom he felt sure was equally with 
himself gratified to hear this work spoken 
of in such a satisfactory manner. Ho was 
only sorry that tho hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Dunstnuir) was not at present prepared 
to go 011 with the road further nort h, as in 
such case he should have been very glad to 
have taken another contract. However, 
he hoped the tinio was not far distant 
when ho would have an opportunity of 
offering to construct a longer section than 
he had before. (Cheers and laughter.) 

After the company hud drunk tho toast, 
singing "For they are jolly good fellows" 
and t'iving them throe cheers, 

Mayor Grant and Conns. Harris and 
D'raden returned thanks, each referring to 
tho necessity of expenditure in order to 
induco tho city's progress. 

Hon. Dr. Ilolmcken in proposing tho 
toast of "Trade and Commerce," support- 
ed the statement of tho Hon. Mr. Duns- 
tnuir that it was but right that men who 
earnud their inouoy in the country should 
work for tho country's good. Ho likened 
tho soil and its products to a bank, and 
thought that it was necessary for them to 
make some return to that bank for what 
thoy drew nut in order to make it prosper- 
ous. Ho referred to tho old friendship 
existing between himself and tho Hon. 
Mr. Duiismuiri and while they had many 



far ahead of him. He trusted that there 
were many pfosperousyears before him. The 
Island railway would writo tho history of 
what one man could and had done. (Ap- 
plause). Referring to tho toast ho had 
to propose he naid two ships a few "years 
ago was all the commerce thoy had dur- 
ing the year. Now ho saw factories, 
electric lights and handsome steamers, 
while to day he had seen tho first locomo- 
tive that had entered the city. (Applause). 
Transcontinental roads now brought the 
travel and goods that formerly came by 
Capo Horn. Necessity had revolution- 
ized the channels of trade, but tho great 
cause was the sun — it had created tho 
coal deposits, and they had light and boat 
bottled tip there. Without this no stoam- 
cars, electric light, railways or factories 
would exist. Coal was king! It govern- 
ed our industries and commerce, and 
while they were indebted to the sun for 
the treasures, they were also indebted to 
tho Hon. Mr. Dunsmnir for taking them 
from the earth and devoting them to good 
uses. He had prospered by them, but 
was there one hero would regret tho coal 
falling into his hands. No. He had re- 
turned it to them in another shape in his 
endeavor to build up tho country, (Ap- 
plause). He looked forward to tho day 
when the shout would go up in Victoria — 
"all aboard for the east." (Applause). 
The venerable doctor expatiated on the 
advantages to be gained to the 
province by extending tho rail- 
way to the north of tho island, thus 
Capturing the trade of Alaska. He 
referred to Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir as being 
tho only man who was capable of carrying 
on that great work. Tho Duke of Wel- 
lington was tho saviour of his country, 
and we to-night had a Wellington here 
who would prove t he saviour of this coun- 
try. (Applause.) Tho inhabitants of Vic- 
toria would have, been guilty of base in- 
gratitude had they not done what thoy 
bad to-day. He hoped that, long life and 
prosperity would attend Hon. Robert 
Dunsmuir. On taking his seat tho worthy- 
doctor wus given a hearty round of ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Robt. Ward, president of tho 
board of trade, in reply to tho toast, made 
an admirable speech, referring to the sat- 
isfactory state of trade, oxpressing his 
belief that commercial union with tho 
United Slates was not required by Cana- 
da, ami closing by paying a high tribute 
to tho energy and pluck of tho guest of 
the evening. 

Ex- Mayor Rithet also made a few ro- 
marks to the point, stating that Victoria 
was now the commercial centre and they 
intended to keep it such. Ho spoko of 
the great benefits Victoria and the island 
generally had received through the pro- 
gressive spirit ever exhibited by Hon. Mr. 
Dunsmuir.

In the Commons on tho reeipmci'y de- 
bate; Hi rl i.c.loiinld, of Huron, took up 
the cudgcio lor tho Opposition. He is pos- 
sessed of a very penetrating voice, any- 
thing but plea- ml to listen to, and al- 
though claiming to lie inexperienced, 
modest, and bashful, be showed ho had 
a ready command of language, contending 
among other things that the G nited States 
was the natural niaiket for British Col- 
umbia Dsh. lie was interrupted by Mr. 
Ohishohn, who said British Columbia did 
not send any fish to the United Slates. 
Dr. Macdoliald thereupon produced re 
turns and in a triumphant manner read 
out that British Columbia's exports for 
fish to lIio United States last year were 
valued at £lSii,000. The Grits fairly 
howled with delight, such a splendid 
point it was for them; but, as events sub- 
sequently turned out, they had little cause 
for such cackling. The genial Adam 
Brown replied to Dr. Macdoliald, and he 
did it in a most effective manner. His 
was an animated and interesting speech, 
abounding with anecdote and containing 
an array of indisputable facts in the shape 
of letters and telegrams from prominent 
Western manufacturers to show that 
they are satisfied with tho present 
condition of affairs in the country 
and indicating the alarm with which they 
would view the adoption of Sir Richard 
Oartwright's proposition making Canada a 
slaughter market for American goods. 
Mr. Brown prepared a little trap into 
which the opposition fell easily. With 
the object of justifying Mr. Chisholm's 
contention the member for Hamilton sta- 
ted that not a can of British Columbia 
salmon can be purchased in tho United 
States. At this the opposition roared out 
the figures quoted by Dr. Macdonald a 
few hours before. Mr. Brown thereupon 
produced the American trade returns, 
which Bhotved that tho consignments of 
Brit ish Columbia fish referred to in tho 
Canadian tables had simply passed through 
the United States in bond to Europe, and 
the only British Columbia fish entered for 
consumption in the states was a $4 pack- 
age. The opposition have precious little 
to comfort themselves with theso days 
and it was too bad of' Mr. Brown to take 
away in such a ruthless manner this tid-bit 
which they had been hugging to them- 
selves with such delight and satisfaction.
